Mortuary  and  Post  Mortem  Facilities , During  the  year, with  the  kind 

co-operation  of  the  County  1/ifelfare 

Comrilttee,a  room  at  Cockcroft  house  continued  to  be  used, Post  mortem 
examinations  can  also  be  carried  out  in  the  same  building, Hay  R.D.C. 
and  Painscastle  R,D,C,  also  use  this  building  for  the  same  purposes. 
During  the  year  five  post  mortem  examinations  were  made  in  these 
premises, one  body  was  from  Hay  Urban, two  from  Hay  Rural, one  from 
Brecknock  R.D.C,  and  one  from  Kington  R.D.C. 

Section  2,  G-eneral  Provisions  of  Health  Services. 

Public  Health  Off jeers .There  were  no  changes  in  your  public  health 

officers  during  the  year, Mr, W.D, Morgans  remaln3.ng 
as  your  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Laboratory  Facilities. During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Hereford, Cardiff , Newport , Carmarthen, 
Swansea  and  Brecon.All  water  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Hereford, whilst  any  investigation  required  in  the  control 
of  infectious  disease  was  performed  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories 
at  Cardiff  and  Hereford. 

All  the  milk  testing  was  done  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen. 

Nursing  and  Other  Facilities. The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 

provision  of  the  ambulance  and  heme 
mu?slng  services. The  County  also  administer  the  maternity  and  child 
welfare  clinics, where  treatment  is,  available  for  minor  ailments, 
dental, eye  and  orthopaedic  defects. Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is 
also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Hospitals. The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district  for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease  are  provided  by 
Hereford  Hospital  and  Brecon  War  Memorial  Hospital. Merthyr  Isolation 
Hospital  receive  cases  of  infectious  disease.

Water  Supply,  The  domestic  virater  supply  for  the  town  is  collected  from 

springs  and  streams  and  piped  to  storage  reservoirs ; the 
water  being  filtered  and  chlorinated  by  drip-feed  method  the  whole 
system  being  by  gravitation. 

The  two  sand  filters  at  the  Hay  Common  works  were  cleaned 
OTit  twice  during  1963, 

The  rainfall  during  the  sumiaer  was  above  average  and  a mor-' 
plentiful  supply  of  water  was  available  and  no  daytime  restrictions 
on  the  consumption  of  water  was  necessary.However, the  supply  from  Hay 
Coriimon  was  turned  off  at  night  from  16th, Time  to  13th, November  in  order 
to  conserve  the  supply. 

The  very  severe  and  continuous  frost  during  the  winter 
was  responsible  for  a great  mimber  of  mains  and  services  being  frozen 
and  it  was  necessary  to  set  up  standpipes  in  several  parts  of  the  town 
from  which  the  inhabitants  were  able  to  draw  wator.The  intakes  and 
reservoirs  were  completely  frozen  up  during  January  and  February, 

After  the  thaw  came  in  March,a  considerable  number  of  burst  water 
services  and  mains  were  discovered  and  a systematic  search  was  carried 
out  to  locate  any  leaks  which  were  not  evident  on  the  surface.

Negotiations  have  continued  during  the  year  with  the  owners  of 
the  land  adjoining  Llanbwchllyn  Lake  over  acquisition  in  connection 
with  the  use  of  the  Lake  as  a reservoir  for  the  above  named  scheme, 
and  an  Engineering  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  visited  the  Council  Offices  to  investigate  the  proposals 
submitted  by  the  Councils  in  respect  of  this  scheme. 

The  draft  V/ater  Order  was  published  during  the  year  together 
with  a statement  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on 
the  proposed  constitution  of  the  Radnorshire  and  North  Breconshire 
Water  Board, 

Notification  was  later  received  that  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government , having  considered  the  report  of  his  Engineering 
Inspe ctor, following  the  local  investigation  into  the  Councils’ 
application  for  an  Order  under  Section  23  and  26  of  the  Water  Act, 1945, 
empowering  them  to  abstract  water  from  Llanbwchllyn  Lake  and  the  River 
Wye  and  the  construction  of  certain  works, had  decided  to  make  the  Order 
in  the  form  of  a deposited  draft, and  this  would  be  made  on  the 
17th, January  1964, entitled  the  Hay  and  Palnscastle  Areas  Water  Ordor, 
1964, 

Lrainapie  and  Sewerap:e,  Hay  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme, 

Negotiations  continued  during  1963  for  the  acquisition  of  land 
for  the  proposed  sewerage  works  and  pumping  stations, and  the  District 
Valuer’s  report  on  his  negotiations  with  British  Railways  Board  for 
land  for  the  sewage  pumping  stations  and  easements  for  main  laying 
was  still  delayed.  The  Council  made  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  Site  which  was  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Office  of 
the  Ministry  of  Hoiising  and  Local  Government  on  23rd, November  1963, 

Public  Cleans  inn;, Twice  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is 

carried  out  in  the  town, This  service  is  imdertaken  by 
the  Council’s  workmen  and  lorry  jointly  with  Hay  R.D.C,  and  Palnscastle 
R.D, C,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector, the  refuse 
being  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Hay  and  Clyro  refuse  tips

The  Off ices , Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, 1963. 

The  Government  intend  to  bring  most  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
into  operation  on  1st , August, 1964, In  order  to  give  local  authorities 
and  other  enforcing  authorities  time  to  deal  with  the  registration  of 
premises  and  to  make  administrative  preparations, it  is  intended  to 
bring  certain  provisions  into  operation  a few  months  earlier, The 
Ministry  of  Labour  have  been  consulting  local  authority  organisations 
and  other  interested  organisations  about  procedures  and  forms  to  bo 
used  for  administering  the  Act, and  when  these  questions  have  been 
decided, the  ministry  will  issue  a series  of  circulars  giving  guidance 
to  the  authorities  responsible  for  enforcement , It  is  proposed  to  give 
the  Act  extensive  publicity  by  means  of  leaflets, posters  and  press 
and  television  advertising. 

The  Act  will  cover  health, we If are  and  safety  of  office  and  shop 
workers  and  other  non- industrial  workers, except  in  premises  where 
only  self-employed  persons  work  or  whore  the  total  time  worked  by  an 
employee  or  onployoos  amounts  to  twenty-one  hours  a week  or  loss; 
this  is  to  exclude  the  small  shop  or  office  where  the  only  paid  help 
is  occasional. 

Regardless  of  the  premises  covered  by  the  Act, its  general 
provisions  are  comprehensive  in  range  and  cover  some  16  matters, 
such  as, cleanliness, overcrowding, temperature, lighting, ventilation, 
sanitary  conveniences, washing  f acillties,drlnlclng  water, accommodation 
for  clothing, eating  facilities  etc. 

The  Factory  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  will  bo  responsible 
for  all  railway  premises, shops  and  offices  on  building  sites  and 
factories, crown  premises  and  all  local  authority  premises, since  it  has 
not  been  thought  advisable  to  pemlt  local  authority’s  officers  to 
inspect  its  off ices, "Solf-lnspect ion”  has  been  decided  to  be  basically 
undesirable  and  not  in  the  interest  of  the  inspector  or  his  local 
authority. 

Fire  Service  Authorities  will  administer  the  fire  pro vis ions, and 
it  will  bo  the  duty  of  the  local  authorities  to  enforce  the  Act, in 
all  the  remaining  premises,  l,e,  all  those  which  are  shops  or  offices 
as  such,and  those  which  are  incorporated  in  buildings  not  assigned  to 
the  Factory  Inspector,
